INEZ — Six of eight people indicted in 
February in connection with organized crime 
and the theft of $31,821.04 from the Martin 
County Water District entered plea deals 
Thursday in Martin Circuit Court ,and two oth- 
ers are scheduled to appear later. 

Sean Keller, 27, is scheduled to appear for 



rearraignment on Aug. 23, and Nannie Lucy 
Blackburn, 35, has a scheduled report date of 
Sept. 5. 

Jerry L. Maynard, 24, pleaded guilty to 
theft by unlawful taking over $500 and agreed 
to accept three years to serve, to be placed on 
supervised probation for a period of three years 
and to pay $3,623.36 in restitution at a rate of 
at least $150 per month. 

Alvin Johnson, 28, pleaded guilty to theft 



by unlawful taking over $500 and agreed to 
accept two years to serve probated supervised 
for two years and to pay restitution of $1,720 
to Sumpter CPA in monthly payments of at 
least $100, with the amount of restitution to be 
jointly with Colby Maynard and Melissa Hin- 
kle. 

Dahryl J. Keller, 29, pleaded guilty to theft 
by unlawful taking over $500 and agreed to 
accept one year to serve to be placed on super- 



vised probation for two years, to make restitu- 
tion in the amount of $804.52, in monthly 
payments of at least $50 per month to Sumpter 
CPA. 

Colby Maynard, 26, pleaded guilty to theft

3 area counties would have 
new legislators under plan

FRANKFORT — Three counties in the Big 
Sandy region would have at least one new state leg- 
islator under redistricting plans that will be consid- 
ered during the special session of the General 
Assembly that began Monday. 

One of those counties — Lawrence — would 
have a new state representative and a new senator 
under the plans. 

Under separate proposals by House Democrats 
and Republicans, Lawrence County, presently in the 
99th District, would be placed in a new House dis- 



trict. 

In the Democratic plan, Lawrence County would 
be a part of the 96th District, which would also 
include Carter County. The 96th District is currently 
represented by Republican Jill York of Grayson. 

Under the GOP proposal, Lawrence County 
would be moved to the 93rd District, presently rep- 
resented by Democrat Keith Hall of Phelps. 

Lawrence County’s current representative, 
House Majority Floor Leader Rocky Adkins of 
Boyd County, would be placed in the 99th District, 
where he would have to face Democratic incumbent

Woman learns it’s nice to have Good Neighbors

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson 
County Rotary Club, true to its mot- 
to of “Service Above Self,” once 
again teamed up with Good Neigh- 
bors Inc. to lend a helping hand to a 
West Van Lear woman whose home 
was damaged by one of the two 
March 2, 2012, tornados that struck 
the area. 

Good Neighbors Inc. is a local 
organization founded by Jason 
Benedict, who is also a past presi- 
dent of the Paintsville Rotary Club. 
The organization is funded through

Cindy Butcher applied for help 
from Good Neighbors during the 
summer of 2012, after she, with no 
homeowner’s insurance, was unable 
to receive assistance from the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agen- 
cy (FEM A). 

Benedict said his organization 
teamed with volunteer groups from 
Morris County, N.J., an area still 
recovering from Hurricane Sandy, in 
order to help Butcher. 

“To make a difference, it takes a 
group of people who really put serv- 
ing others as a top priority,” Bene- 
dict said. “In this case, it took the 
combined effort of our Good Neigh- 
bors supporters, volunteer church 



groups from Mendham and Ran- 
dolph, New Jersey, and a special 
monetary contribution from the 
Paintsville Rotary Club to purchase 
the materials and complete the 
repairs needed to provide Cindy 
Butcher with a safe and dry home.” 

Butcher has been buying her 
home for the past 13 years on a land 
contract, Benedict said. 

“Cindy works full-time, but she 
doesn’t make a lot of money. She 
applied, but unfortunately, did not 
qualify for assistance through any 
other programs because she works,” 
Benedict said in an e-mail. “The roof 
of her home was destroyed, her

Repair Program are required 
to give a day back to help 
someone else, attend a finan- 
cial training class and provide 
part of the materials needed 
for their repair.

“We are still searching for 
Christopher Stambaugh,” 
Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price told The Big 
Sandy News Thursday. “He 
ran from us a couple of weeks 
ago at about 120 miles per 
hour, and after we saw who it 
was and knew we could iden- 
tify him, we aborted the chase 
because it presented too much 
of a danger for someone to 
get hurt or killed.” 

Stambaugh, 38, of Paints- 
ville is charged with first- 
degree fleeing and evading; 
first-degree wanton endan- 
germent; first-degree persis- 
tent felony offender and 
speeding 26 miles per hour or 
greater. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before July 31, 
Stambaugh allegedly disre- 
garded signals and commands 
to stop given by Johnson 
County sheriff’s deputies 
Rodney Minix and Byron 
Fairchild, with the intent to 
flee or avoid his arrest and in 
the process engaged in con- 
duct which created a substan- 
tial danger of death or serious 
physical injury to the officers. 

Stambaugh is also a twice 
previously convicted felon 
and was in physical control of 
a motor vehicle and operating 
the motor vehicle at 26 miles 
per hour or greater in a posted 
55-mile-per-hour speed zone, 
the indictment says. 

Those arrested on indict- 
ment warrants during the 
roundup were: 

• Joseph “Joey” Young, 
20, and Courtney Williams, 

20, both of Van Lear, both 
charged with second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance/complicity and two 
counts of endangering the 
welfare of a minor/complici- 
ty- 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 

21, Young and Williams, act- 
ing alone or in complicity 
with each other, trafficked in 
three dosage units of a sched- 
ule III controlled substance, 
Hydrocodone. The indict- 
ment also says that on two 
separate occasions, they 
knowingly and unlawfully, 
while being a parent, guard- 
ian or person legally charged 
with the care or custody of a 
minor, failed or refused to 
exercise diligence in the con- 
trol of the child to prevent 
that child from becoming 



neglected, dependent or 
delinquent. 

Young is also charged in a 
second indictment along with 
Kenneth Meeks, 57, of West 
Van Lear, with second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance/complicity. Young 
is also charged for another 
offense of endangering the 
welfare of a minor. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 16, 
Young and Meeks, acting 
alone or in complicity with 
each other, trafficked in 14 
dosage units of a schedule III 
controlled substance, Hydro- 
codone. 

• Joey Hunter, 31 and 
Tabitha Hunter, 31, both of 
Van Lear, charged with sec- 
ond-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance. 

According to the indict- 
ments, on or before Nov. 19, 
2012, the Hunters allegedly 
trafficked in 12 dosage units 
of a schedule III controlled 
substance, Hydrocodone. 

• April McCarty, 22, Sean 
Tharp, 28, and Maggie Medi- 
cus, 60, all of Hager Hill, 
charged with first-degree traf- 
ficking in a controlled sub- 
stance/complicity. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 16, 
Tharp, McCarty and Medi- 
cus, acting alone or in com- 
plicity with each other, alleg- 
edly trafficked in 10 dosage 
units of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance, Oxycodo- 
ne. 

• Larry Michael Black- 
burn, 22, of Paints ville, 
charged with second-degree 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Feb. 12, 
Blackburn allegedly traf- 
ficked in eight dosage units of 
a schedule III controlled sub- 
stance, buprenorphine (Sub- 
oxone). 

Price said they began 
rounding up the defendants 
about 8:30 a. m. Thursday and 
that some of the individuals 
were located in the Rock- 
house area . 

Price also said he contact- 
ed Martin County Sheriff, 
Garmon Preece, and that he 
picked Tharp up from his job 
in Martin County. 

“If you don’t want to go to 
jail, you have two choices, 
either quit selling drugs or 
move out of the county,” 
Price said. “It’s that simple. If 
you are selling drugs, you 
won’t get a moment’s peace

Kevin Sinnette of Ashland in 
the next election. 

But Adkins, a Sandy hook 
native, told reporters Monday 
that he is considering moving 
into the new proposed 99th 
District, which would include 
Elliott, Rowan and Lewis 
counties. 

Lawrence County would 
also have a new state senator 
under a plan unveiled last 
Thursday by leaders of the 
Republican-controlled Senate. 

Currently part of the 27th 
District, represented by Walter 
Blevins of Morehead, Law- 
rence County would be moved 
into the 3 1 st District, presently 
represented by Democrat Ray 
Jones of Pike ville. 

That district currently 
includes Johnson, Martin and 
Pike counties. Martin County 
would remain part of the dis- 
trict under the Republican 
plan, but Johnson County 
would be placed in the 30th 
District, presently represented 
by Republican Brandon Smith 
of Hazard. The new 30th Dis- 
trict would also include 
Magoffin, Breathitt, Perry and 
Leslie counties. 

While Martin County 
would continue to be in the 
31st Senate District, it would 
become part of a new House 
District. 

Currently in the 97th 
House District, represented by 
Democrat Hubert Collins of 
Wittens ville, Martin County 
would be moved into the 93rd 
District, which is represented 
by Hall, as proposed by House 



Democrats. Under the Repub- 
lican plan, Martin County 
would also be in the 93rd Dis- 
trict along with Lawrence 
County and part of Pike Coun- 
ty. 

Under both plans, Johnson 
County would remain in the 
97th District, which presently 
includes Johnson and Martin 
counties along with parts of 
Floyd and Pike counties. 

In addition to Johnson 
County, the 97th District in the 
Democratic plan would 
include Morgan and Wolfe 
counties, meaning Collins 
would face Democratic 
incumbent John Will Stacy of 
West Liberty in next year’s 
election. 

The Republican proposal 
would have the 97th District 
consist of Johnson, Magoffin 
and Wolfe counties. 

Floyd County’s legislators 
would not change under the 
plans. 

The 95th District, repre- 
sented by House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo of Prestonsburg, cur- 
rently includes most of Floyd 
County. Under both the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican pro- 
posals, it would consist of all 
of Floyd County and part of 
Pike County. 

Floyd County would 
remain in the 29th Senatorial 
District under the GOP Senate 
plan. The current district, 
where Democrat Johnny Ray 
Turner of Prestonsburg is cur- 
rently the senator, presently 
includes Floyd, Knott, Letcher 
and Breathitt, and the Republi- 
can plan would keep all but 
Breathitt County, which would 
be replaced by Harlan County.

month to Sumpter CPA, and 
to testify if needed. 

Assistant Common- 



wealth’s Attorney, Tony 
Skeans said Sumpter CPA, the 
accounting firm for the dis- 
trict, had paid the missing 
money back to the water dis- 
trict and that the people 
involved in the organized 
crime effort were jointly 
responsible for reimbursing 
the firm the money they had 
to pay to the water district. 

Kentucky State Police said 
in a press release issued after 
the release of the indictments 
against the eight people for 
organized crime that an inves- 
tigation into the theft of funds 
from the Martin County Water 
District found eight people 
fraudulently obtained and 
cashed checks illegally from 
the water department account. 

KSP Detective Jason Dials 
said after the release of the 
indictments that accountants 
found money missing and 
asked law enforcement to ini- 
tiate an investigation. He also 
said he thought it was the first 



case of its kind in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

All eight pleaded not 
guilty to the charges during 
their arraignment, also in Feb- 
ruary. 

Discovery in the file at the 
Martin County Circuit Court 
Clerk’s Office also shows that 
Martin County Judge-Execu- 
tive Kelly Callaham spoke to 
officers on the phone regard- 
ing the issue in October 2012, 
at which time he said he had 
been advised that the woman 
involved in the theft was 
alleging that she had been 
threatened by a man named 
Sean Keller and forced to 
steal the funds from the water 
district. 

Dials questioned Calla- 
ham, who advised him that he 
had become involved in the 
complaint after being contact- 
ed by Linda and Raymond 
Sumpter, and he advised him 
to contact them for more 
details in the case. 



Dials contacted Linda 
Sumpter and during the inter- 
view was advised that Hinkle 
was the staff accountant and 
that she had been employed 
with their firm for approxi- 
mately eight years. Sumpter 
also said that Hinkle was a 
former water district employ- 
ee and was assigned to handle 
the water district’s account. 

Linda Sumpter said in her 
statement that the water dis- 
trict met on Monday, Oct. 22, 
2012, and received an anony- 
mous phone call from some- 
one that said one of their 
clerks was issuing unauthor- 
ized checks to someone who 
wasn’t a client. Although they 
didn’t know if they were the 
right recipients of the call, 
they closed the office and 
began an internal audit, find- 
ing no issues until they went 
through the water district’s 
account. 

Linda Sumpter advised 
that one of the vendors was an 
associate of Hinkle and that 



case. Ned Pillersdorf had 
written a letter to the com- 
monwealth’s attorneys office 
saying Hinkle wrote checks to 
Sean Keller and that he has 
voicemail of Keller demand- 
ing money from the Water 
Department or Hinkle would 
be harmed. 

On Jan. 10, Dials reviewed 
the checks, which showed 
Johnson was a recipient of 
$1,720; Colby Maynard, 
$20,574.20; Dahryl Keller, 
$804.52; Scott, $1,682.47; 
Jerry Maynard, $3,623.36; 
Nannie Blackburn, $2,026.49 
and Sean Keller, $1,390. 

The checks were cashed at 
various locations in various 
counties and that the driver 
license number or ID number 
listed matched the name of the 
people signing the checks. 

On Jan. 23, Dials inter- 
viewed Hinkle in the presence 
of Pillersdorf. Hinkle said it 



started with her then-boy- 
friend, Colby Maynard, and 
that he and Sean Keller were 
having issues that may have 
been drug related and that 
Shawn Keller knew she 
worked in Sumpter’s office 
and that was when the threat- 
ening phone calls began. 

“Sean wanted money, but 
he never wanted checks issued 
in his name,” Hinkle said in 
the interview. “Sean always 
wanted the checks issued in 
someone else’s name.” 

Hinkle speculated that it 
was to keep him out of it. 

Hinkle said in her state- 
ment that Blackburn, Jerry 
Maynard, Wesley Johnson, 
Dennis Scott, Colby May- 
nard, and Dahryl Keller were 
involved but that Colby May- 
nard was the main one and 
that he was the means for oth- 
ers to get the checks to cash 
them.

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been completed, but it’s tak- 
ing a lot for everyone to just 
get moved into their class- 
room, and I don’t want the 
teachers to be so exhausted 
that they aren’t ready to 
receive kids.

Meadows said Monday 
that Kraig Grayson is working 
on the calendar to try and 
reduce the number of make-up 
days necessary for students 
and faculty.
